The President’s budget, as was anticipated, calls 
for just under $100 billion — $99.7 billion to be exact. 
But this is only the administrative budget which is the 
one-that makes the headlines. If new obligational spend- 
ing authority and the federal trust fund commitments 
are included, the figures rise to $127.4 billion: And the 
President offered small hope for future reductions. In 
his words, “It is evident that unless defense needs 
should decline ‘substantially, government expenditures 
will continue to rise over. the long-run.”
